PLAIN PEOPLE DIRECT WORLD 

“Select classes of men no longer 

direct the affairs of the world,” said 

‘President Wilson, “but the fortunes 
of the world are now in the hands of 
the plain people.” 

The. wish of the people therefore 
must be heard. The war had swept 
away these old -foundations by which 
“small coteries had- “used mankind us 
pawns in a game,” Nothing but em- 
ancipation from the old system, he 
contended, would accomplish: real 
-, peace. 

MUST BE A CRUSADER. 

‘The president saw a million sold- 
ters in the street—soldiers who had 
“come, not alone for war, but as vrus- 
aders in a great cause,” and he ad- 
ded,.“‘and, like’ them, I must be a 
_crusader, whatever it costs to accom- 
plish that end.” 

_ After declaring that the conference 
was for the purpose of a settlement 
‘arising out of the war -and to make 
peace for the world, President ~Wil- 
son said: 

“A league: of nations seems neces- 
sary: for both purposes. .There are 
many. questions. which we feel can- 
-not ultimately be worked out here, 
thatmay, require subsequent consid- 
eration, subsequent alterations, even, 

‘ta, some-.degree.” Vee ly es 

PEOPLB - BEAR THE BURDEN 

He described how the war burden 
wag borne’by the people, as well as 
‘by the armies and said: 

- “We are bidden by these soldiers 
‘to make peace secure for them and 
see to it that. the strain may never 
be borne again.’ 

LLOYD GEORGE SPEAKS. 

.At the conclusion of the reading of 
President Wilson’s speech; Frener 
Lloyd George said: 

“I rise to..second this sepatution: 
After. the noble speech of the Ameri- 
can president I feel that no observa- 
tions are needed in regard to com- 

mending this resolution to this con- 
ference, and I should not have inter- 
“vened at all had it not been that I 

wish. to state how emphatically the 
people of the British Empire are be- 
hind this proposal. 

“And if the rational leaders have 
not been able during the last five 
“years to devote ag much time ag they 

would like to its’ advocacy, it is be- 
cause their time and their energy 
have been absorbed in the exigencies 
of..a‘terrible struggle. 
'.o IRRESISTIBLE APPHAL.. 

‘“Had there been the _ slightest 
doubt in my mind as to the wisdom 
_of this scheme, it would have van- 
{shed before an irresistible appeal 
made to me by the spectacle I wit- 
nessed last Sunday. I visited a place 
which but a few years ago wag one 
.of the fairest in an. exceptionally 
fair land. I found it in ruin and 
desolation. I drove for hours through 
a.country which did not appear like 
the habitation of living men and 
women and children, but like the ex- 
cavation of a bared province, shat- 
tered and torn. I went to one city, 
where I- witnessed a scene of devas- 
tation that no indemnity can ever re- 
“pair—one of the beautiful things of 
the world disfigured and defaced be- 
“yond repair. 

*And one of the cruelest features, 
to.my mind, was what I could see 
had happened—that Frenchmen, who 
love their land almost beyond any 
nation, in order to establish the jus- 
tice of tkeir cause, had to assist the 
cruel enemy in demolishing their 
homes, and I felt that these are the 

. Tresults—only part of the results. 

- “Had I been there three months 

ago, I would have witnessed some- 

thing that I dare not describe. But 

I saw across the graves of the fallen. 

And these are the results of the only 
’ methods, that civilized nations have 

ever attempted or established to set- 

tle disputes among: each other. And 
my feeling was: surely it is time that 

; a saner plan for settlement of dis- 

:puteg between peoples ouglt to be 
-established than this organized sav- 

agery. 

“I ‘don’t know whether this will 
succeed. But if we attempt it, the 
attempt will be a success, and for 
that reason I.second the proposal.”

M. Clemenceau then announced the 
composite committee and the order 
of.the names as announced makes 
Presldent Wilson’ chairman.

FIRST SIGNS OF DIVISION. 

The first signs of a division in the 
conference was. when it.proceeded to 
consider the four resolutions framed 
‘by the council of the. great powers, 
providing for committees on labor, re- 
sponsibility for the war, reparation 
for damages and, ports, railways’ and 
waterways. Camille Huyemens on 
behalf of Belgium asked for two 
members on the committee of labor, 
reparation and the league of nations, 
and one-on each of the others. 

Serbia fnade a similar request. 

SMALLER NATIONS PROTEST. 

Brazil was more emphatic, declar- 
ing against a “cut and dried pro- 
gram,” and saying that. the confer- 
ence should be master of its own de- 
cision. 

It looked for a time ag though the 
small nations had formed a block 
and would contest the decisions of 
the great powers to restrict the com- 
mittees. 

“We will have something to say,” 
declared Dr. Benes, “in winding up 
the Austro-Hungarian. empire, and 
it is difficult to understand how any 
committee can act without informa- 
tion that the Czecho-Slovaks can 
alone give.” 
-oMr.Bratano-added +--. 

“The smaller nationg have greater 
interests at stake than the great 
powers on many of these questions.” 

OIL ON TROUBLED WATERS. 

M. Clemenceau finally, in a good- 
natured speech, said that the coun- 
cil had not imposed its decisions, 
but had simply convoked the confer- 
ence to consider the plan. 

“After 48 years of public life,” he 
said, “I am satisfied that the larger 
the committee is, the less it accom- 
plishes, I beg the delegates not to 
waste time on questions of proced- 
ure when millions of men are wait- 
ing to be demobilized. Let us organ- 
ize the committees at once and s0 
get to work. We have no desire to 
be unjust to anyone, but wish to. de- 
vise a procédure leading to rapid re- 
sults.” 

‘-M. Clemenceau’s assurance that 
the council would consider the ob- 
jections raised finally prevailed, and 
Belgium, on behalf of the smaller 
powers, withdrew the protests, say- 
ing that the position had been clear- 
ed and they trusted to the fairness 
of the council. 

All the resolutions were declared 
carried without dissent.

Quebec, Jan. 25.—The worst storia 
of the winter struck this city and 
district Thursday night, the wind ycs- 
terday reaching a velocity of 62 mites 
an hour, while seven inches of snow 
had fallen. 

There was no ferry service between 
Levig and Quebec city after 9 in the 
morning. The troop trains are stalled 
east of Harlaka anid the track is 
blocked with drifts between 10 and 
12 feet high. A C.N.R. passenger 
train is stalled at Trois Pistoles, un- 
able either to back up or proceed. 

A man named Bourget, of Levis, 
was blown off a pier in the harbor 
here by the high winds and landed 
in the hold of a ship under construc- 
tion and was instantly killed. 

The government steamers Mont- 
calm and Voyageur, recently built 
here, which left this port early in 
the week for Halifax, are caught in 
the storm and reported by wireless 
at noon .that they -did not exactly 
know where they were, the blinding 
storm preventing them from sighting 
land.

This com- 
mittee met other representatives at 
Calgary recently and appointed three 
men, one of whom is the Premier, to 
arrange for the provincial conference. 
The other members of the last named 
committee are Mayor M.A. Brown, of 
Medicine Hat, and Mayor Chrystals, 
of Carstairs. 

The proposed conterenca is meet- 
ing with the entire approval of all, 
and representatives from towns, vil- 
lages and cities, from boards of trade, 
industrial concerns,from labor bodies 
and from the list of legislative mem- 
bers, as well ag any others interested 
in industrial development, are asked 
to attend upon press notices, without 
further invitation.

The late James‘ G. McRae wag born 
in Washington, D.C., October 20th, 
1893.

John Duncan McRae 


The late John Duncan McRae was 
born in Washington, D.C., on the 
24th day of January, 1895. His 
parents moved to Red Deer, Alberta, 
in 1905, and he attended school there 
for two terms. The family then 
moved to their present location near 
Delburne in 1907, and he attended the 
Rosedale school for several years. 
He next attended the Agricultural 
College, Olds, from where he joined 
the 113th Kilties, a Lethbridge bat- 
talion. After some training in Leth- 
bridge he was sent to England, where 
the Battalion was trained for several 
monthg before they were sent over 
to France. 

On April 9th, 1917, in one of the 
battles which made the name of Can- 
ada ring the world over, the battle of 
Vimy Ridge, John received wounds 
that sent him to hospital at Bram- 
shott, England, for nine months. Be- 
ing recovered in June 1918 he was 
sent back to France, where he was 
attached to the First Canadian Moun- 
ted Rifles, and it was with this unit 
in fierce fighting round Arras, on the

By the REV. G. D.-ARMSTRON NG... 


lam not ashamed of tHe Gospel of 
Christ;" for it Is the power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth;: to the Jew first, and also to 
the Greek.—Rom. 1:16. 


The sense of shame or of glory en- 
ables us to estimate the real nature 
of a person. The inner life of man 
4s reflected by the reaction which 
outer things produce in him. The 
true patriot is not ashamed of his 
but finds, even under ad- 
verse conditions, the things which 
inspire him with love to his native 
land. 

A false sense of pride is found in 
us when we do not possess the truco 
wealth of life. The really great ar 
incredibly humble. 

The words of our text were occa- 
sioned by the prospect before the 
mind of St. Paul of preaching the 
gospel in the chief city of the world, 
the centre of the Roman Empire. 

Realizing the greatness and impor- 
tance of the imperial city, symboli- 
zing as it did the greatness of an 
earthly kingdom, St. Paul ig eager 
to display in the full. blaze of impe- 
rial glory, a greatness before which 
earthly splendor fades away into 
comparative insignificance He will 
match the conquering power of the 
Christ against the splendid triumphs 
f the political and military power of 
the Roman Empires Against the 
power that enslaves he will reveal 
the greater glory of a Divine power 
which makes men free. 

The Gospel of Christ has a signi- 
ficance as varied as the differences 
which separate man from man and a 
value as great as the interests of the 
race. Our interpretation: of it will 
vary ag we view it in the light of 
Theology, Sociology or of Psychology, 
as it relates itself to the life of God, 
the interests of the race or the soul 
of the individual. 

We can know what Paul meant by 
the Gospel of Christ only when we 
have a clear understanding o: the 
life history of the great apostle, his 
pride of race, hia ecclesfastical tra- 
ditions, his theological training his 
spiritual struggle, his new outlook 
upon life, and hig missionary seal, 
The Gospel of Christ had freed him 
from the fetters of race prejudice 
and made him a citizen of the world, 
it had delivered him from bondage 
to the law of sin and death and given 
him freedom in righteousness and 
immortality. It had enabled him to 
discover a new. meaning in the doc- 
trines that had been taught him from 
infancy and ‘had given him a new 
sense of power; {ft kindled within 
him a new and holy zeal and brought 
him into vital fellowship with the 
spirit of the living God; it had lifted 
him out of religious bigotry, intoler- 
ant hatred and narrow selfishness 
into a new world of world brother- 
hood, of unselfish service and eter- 
nal love. 

The Gospel of Christ was to Paul 
a new revelation of God, an unfold- 
ing of the mystery which had been 
hidden for ages, a solution to the 
existence. It revealed 
God to him as the active agent in 
Creation, Providence and Redemption 
—"from whom, through whom, and

It led him to see God, not as a 
judge, administering affairs with the 
severity of relentless justice, but as 
a Father seeking perfect fellowship 
with His child. In the personality. 
of Jesus, love was recognized: as ful- 
filling all law, and Paul had come to 
Imow that_he too, like Jesus, was the 
sop of God. “It pleased God to re- 
veal His Son in me.” Paul had seen 
in the death of Christ the triumph 
and mercy over 
sin and hatred, the working out-in 
human experience of the triumphant 
power of -Divine love. He had 
learned that “all things worktogether 
for good” ‘and so could rejoice in 
tribulation, facing with courage and 
unfailing optimism the sternest ex- 
periences of life.: 

The working power of the Gospel 
had been. vindicated not only in his 
own life, but also in’ the lives of 
others, not alone was it effective 
among the Jews, but it won its way 
with even greater power in the Gen- 
tile world. It wag equal to every 
emergency, it satisfied’ every test, it 
solved all problems: Love never 
failed. : 

“I say, the acknowledgment of God 
in Christ solves for thee all earthly 
problems, and has so far advanced 
thee to be wise.” 

Let us receive with open mind, rev- 
erent spirit and obedient will this old- 
time religion. Let us apply with in- 
telligence and perseverence the prin- 
ciples of the Gospel to the solution of 
our modrn problems. Let us watch- 
fully wait for the coming day when 
the glory of this Gospel shall bathe 
the -world in the splendor of the 
Divine.

“DAIL EIRAIN” ORGANIZED 


Dublin, Jan. 21—Twenty-five mem- 
berg of the Sinn Fein society elected 
to the British house of commons as- 
sembled here this afternoon and for- 
mally constituted themselves the 
“Dail Hirain,” which is Irish Gaelic 
for Irish parliament. 


They elected Charles. Burgess, 
whosg Irish name is Cathal Brugha, 
speaker. They also adopted a dec- 
laration of {independence and an ad- 
dress to the free nations of -the 
world, and appointed a committee 
consisting of Count Plunkett, Arthur 
Griffiths and Professor Edward De 
Valera, to present the claims of Ire- 
land to self determination to the 
peace conference at Paris. 

The last two named being in Brit- 
ish prisons, only the venerable Count 
Plunkett can proceed to Paris, and 
then only provided the British gov- 
ernment consents to give him pass- 
ports.

He 
is in the west looking closely in the 
whole grain marketing system from 
a co-Operative standpoint.

United Farm- 
erg wrote their declaration of in- 
dependence’ in large type, and ‘not 
only refuse'all further governmental 
grants to. defray expenses of their 
organization, but paid back the grant 
of last year, brought what looked for 
a time at the afternoon session to be 
very rapid action on the part of the 
convention. 

When the delegates had assem- 
bled after luncheon the matter was 
again brought up by Charles Rand, of 
Macleod. He thought the: govern- 
ment grant was a disgrace and its 
acceptance by the U.F.A. a thing of 
shame over which every member 
should blush. 

Here wag a great organized body 
of farmers preparing to demand what 
the body considered its just rights 
from the government, and yet ac- 
cepting money from the latter to 
carry’ them along. He declared. that 
it was an impossible thing for any 
body of men to get law or justice 
from a government to which it was 
under obligations. - “Let us put our- 
selves in a position to demand our 
rights, not ask them,” he exclaimed, 
while the convention fairly howled 
its approval. He continued by sug- 
gesting that the U.F.A. raise its 
membership fee from $2 to $5, when, 
with. its 18,000 members, there would 
be money and to spare. ‘ 


FOR FOUR YEARS. 


Delegate Clark, of Simpson, rose 
wrathily to. demand of the secretary 
ust how long the U.F.A. had been 
receiving such grants from the gov- 
ernment, and what the total of the 
whole lot was. Mr. Higginbotham 
believed it was for a period of four 
years, with the total of $8,000. There- 
upon Mr. Clark moved an amend- 
ment that each local be levied $12 
and the whole amount returned. 
Still another amendment was made 
by J. P. Slattery, of Camrose, who 
wanted the last grant. made up by 
a collection among the delegates to 
the convention of $2 each. Other 
amendments were fired at the chair 
in rapid succession until the’ presi- 
dent called a halt, saying that he 
believed things were getting so. tan- 
gled that neither he nor the dele- 
gates , would know upon what they 
were voting. Other delegates asked 
the convention to go slowly, express- 
ing the belief that the U.F.A. had 
absolutely earned these~grants, and 
that it was best to let bygones be 
bygones, an opiniO6n that gained a 
lot of approval.from the convention. 


RICE SHEPPARD’S EXPLANATION 


Rice Sheppard, of Strathcona, 
threw considerable humor into the 
convention by telling how it came 
about many years ago that the gov- 
ernment started giving grants to the 
then only farmers’ organization in 
the province, which wag made up of! 
three “members — himself, D. W. 
Warner and Thos, Daly. The ruling 
was that to receive a grant an asso- 
ciation must meet at least twice a 
year and discuss some subject that 
would be beneficial to agriculture. 
At that time he himself did not know 
a thing about the art of tilling the 
soil, and the three discussed what 
they would talk about. Mr. Daly 
chose as his subject seed oats, and 
Mr. Sheppard was to talk on summer 
fallowing. For himself he did not

But ‘the little organization of that 
time, he.stated, had grown into the 
big parliament that wag now in ses- 
sion, and while he was willing, if the 
convention said so, to pay back all 
the grants, it was his personal opin- 
ion that they had all been earned.

He was one of those who this year 
contended that it was not the fee 
that kept people out of the organiz- 
ation. He, believed that its small 
size, to the contrary, gave people the 
impression that the U.F.A. wag not 
the great driving force it really was.

PREMIEIR CHEERED. 


But Premier Martin received .a 
very cordial hearing when he addrvs- 
sed the convention, and he was 
cheered when referring to the late 
amendment. “I have done my best,” 
but one old pioneer, Geo. Burrows, 
representing District No. 2411, threw 
a monkey wrench into the smoothly 
running machinery by springing to 
his feet and crying, “ag far as Prem- 
ier Martin has gone, I give him cred- 
it, but he has not done the best he 
could for our schools, and I am here 
to tell him so to his face.”

He told the U.F.A. that what the 
Canadian council of agriculture had

The war is over, and all the wonder- 
ful things we have been promising 
ourselves in the past four years are 
on the threshold of ‘being accom- 
plished. There is the greater out- 
look present, and the opportunity is 
the farmers’. 

Speaking of wars, she said that 
every war had a purpose. The Civil 
war in the United States threw off 
the shackles from the human slave, 
and the war in Europe had, if nothing 
else, dealt the death blow to the idea 
of the divine right of kings. Autoc- 
racy was overthrown, and _ never 
again would a man have the assump- 
tion to raise his head and speak of 
“Me and God.” She thanked God, 
and was proud that the King of Great 
Britain presided and did not rule. He 
was our democratic king. 

But, she declared, there was still 
an autocracy in Canada, and there 
was work to be done here toward the 
permanent peace. That  autocracy, 
she said, wag the commercial world, 
which had its tentacles all over the 
Dominion, feeding on the autocracy 
in the political world. And now, the 
farmers, in all truth, must do their 
part, must see the open door. The 
east joined the west, and when they 
all say, “we will have none of this,” 
there must come a change. The old 
way and the old machine must go.

\tain the sulphur springs hax rippled, 
and smoked and steamed for cen- 
turies, known only to the wild ani- 
mals and natives, but when the rail- 
way steel was put down white men 
came and saw the commercial possi- 
bilities of the medicinal waters. One 
of these earliest pioneers decided to 
be forehanded and obtain possession. 
On the northeast side of Sulphur 
Mountain, where the sulphur bubbled 
and a wondrous cave of gloomy pools 
and stalactites promised attractions 
for future tourists he erected e small 
log hut and placarded it with a rcugh- 
ly planed board branded “hotel” in 
letters of charcoal. -Consequently, 
while waiting for the rush of tourists 
he fed and vathed stray railroaders. 
trappers, guiles and prospectors. He 
was a free and easy landlord, if there 
was room on his floor they could sleep 
under hig roof, jf there was flour in 
the sack and bacon on the nail they 
could eat. They paid what they 
thought was right. This was the first 
hotel in Banff park. 

The government, realizing for the 
jfirst time the great possibilities of the 
lmoutains, streams, and medicinal 
springs of Banff .ecided that it 
should be reserved as a national play- 
ground-and health resort for a1 Can- 
ada and the world. The squatter 
who had hoped to retain the medi- 
cinal springs for his own profit, was 
consequently bitterly, disappointed. 
He took.'up- other work and the 
“hotel” @rooped in decay. Wood lice. 
ants, mountain rats, bears, and. moun: 


tain storms soon wiped out the struo 
ture. 

To-day there {s modern housing in 
the big Canadian resort for three or 
four thousand transients. The peo 
ples of the world visit the springs, 
the caves, the fishing and hunting 
grounds, They live in the hotels and 
go away satisfied with the comforts 
provided. in the early days four 
walls and a roof were comfort, to- 
day bellboys, elevators, waitre:ses, 
servants, fine linen, baths, architec: 
tural marvels are necessities. Roman 
baths, foodstuffs from the distant 
parts of the earth take the place of 
the muddy pools and the flour and 
bacon of pioneer days. The first boni- 
face of Banff built his hostelry from 
timbers which grew on the moun- 
tains; the great C. P. R. hotel in 
Banff went deeper and builded from 
the very stones that underlaid the 
soil which fed those timbers. Tall, 
and grey es the very cliffs them- 
selves the vig structure looms up in 
castellated grandeur, not even séem- 
{ngly pigmatized by contrast with the 
mighty precipices. 

Eight guests would navy strained 
the accommodations of the first log 
hotel, eight hundred is not too many 
for this one great building which 
now stands and overlooks the valley 
of the Bow. As one will admit 
changes come with’ the years, 
though the, mountains still stand as 
they stood when Rome burred and

eleventh annual convention of the 
United Farmers of Alberta came to 
a termination shortly before the 
midnight hour on Friday last, the 
members voting hearty thanks to 
the city of Edmonton for the wel- 
come extended, to the various offi- 
cers retiring from the U.F.A., direct- 
orate and executive, to the commit-; 
tees of the convention, to the press, 
the president, and to the secretary 
and the official stenographer. The 
convention also gave three cheers 
for the trustees of First Presbyterian 
church for permitting the convention 
to be held in the building. 

The overwhelming number of re- 
solutions was the subject of lengthy 
discussion immedately preceding the 
closing hour, when it was found that 
the great mass of these requests from 
the locals of the province were still 
untouched. It was eventually de- 
cided since the constitution provides 
for the receipt of resolutions by the 
executive before the first day of Dec- 
ember, and that the power is given 
the executive to group such resolu- 
tions as may be similar in context 
and purpose and submit a general 

- resolution to the convention covering 
the matters, that this course be fol- 
lowed before the next conference. 
Regulations during the closing year 
had necessarily to be suspended in 
this regard owing to the influenza 
epidemic. 

The convention was decidedly re- 
laxed in the closing hours of the 
session and it wag difficult to concen- 
trate on the admittedly dry business 
of resolving upon the resolutions. 
There were passages of wit and 
humor, and some heckling and_re- 
partee, but Vice-President Baker, in 
summing up the general situation 
and the conference apparently voiced 
the sentiment of the assembly when 
he declared “that although there are 
many of the local questions and prob- 
lemg still untouched, the convention 
has been one of the most important 
in the history of the United Farmers| 
of Alberta. We have discussed and 
taken action on great questions and 
we cannot be blamed if we did not 
finish with all the minor matters. 
Our decision on political action is 
most far reaching in its effect upon 
the future of the country, and then 
there is the adoption of the farmers’ 
platform, something that we shall 
“have to get on stand before long. And 
the discussion on banking reforms 
‘cannot help but lead to important re- 
forms.

Four of the Train Crew In- 
jured, One Very Seriously 


The regular C.P.R. passenger train 
from ‘Coronation on Tuesday was 
wrecked a mile east of Erskine by a 
broken rail, and four of the train crew 
were injured, Mailclerk Woodrow very 
seriously, He is now at the Red Deer 
Memorial Hospital. 

The engine and -tender got. across 
the bad rail safely, but all the rest-of 
the train went twelve feet down into 
the ditch. The mail, express and bag- 
Bage cars went oyer on the side, but 
the passenger cars remained upright, 


only the last car being tilted a little. |- 


The first car was pretty. badly broken 
up, but the rest were not much dam- 
aged. 

No passengers were injured, though 
a little shaken by the jar, but the train 
crew did not fare so well. Though all 
were able to get out of the cars, all got 
severe cuts and bruises, and two of 
them were more seriously hurt. Mail- 
clerk L. H. Woodrow had large splin- 
ters of wood driven into the side of his 
head, fracturing the skull. Though he 
got out himself, he afterwards became 
unconscious, and was brought to the 
Memorial Hospital, Red Deer, where 
Dr. Parsons and Lyon performed an 
operation to remove the splinters. He 
is in-a critical condition, and his re- 
covery is somewhat doubtful. Express 
messenger C. H: Sheldon has his left 
collar bone broken, his shoulder dis- 
located, with twenty-five bruises on 
his back, his attendant says., He re- 
mained at Erskine, but will probably 
come on to the Memorial Hospital here. 
Travelling baggage agent J. D. Palmer 
was cut above and below one eye and 
had one leg bruse, while Conductor 
James Niven had his head and, left 
ear cut. The brakemen escaped in- 
jury 

Dr. Lyon, of Castor, who was bring- 
ing two patients for operations to the 
Red Deer hospital, was promptly at 
hand to give surgical treatment to the 
injured trainmen, the train carrying 
the usual First Aid equipment, 

On arrival at Red Deer the injured 
men were conveyed to the hospital in 
the Jacques-Orme motor ambulance. 

The uninjured engine and trainmen 
commandeered a couple .of cabooses 
from the way freight, and brought the 
passengers into Lacombe. By the aid 
of coaches from Red Deer, the train 
was made up for the return journey 
and reached Coronation at midnight. 
The wrecking crew from Red Deer was 
up to help clear the track. 


CALGARY MOTION 
PICTURE COMPANY 
LATEST PROPOSAL 


ERNEST SHIPMAN OF NEW YORK 
ADDRESSES CALGARY BOARD 
OF TRADE ON SUBJECT. 


Ernest Shipman, of New York 
and Los Angeles, addressed the coun- 
cil of the Calgary Board of Trade 
at a luncheon Thursday regarding the 
establishment of a motion picture 
company on a big scale in Calgary. 
Ilis address. wag listened to with 
much interest, and he reviewed at 
some length the enormous profits 
that ‘are derived from film produc- 
tion. In order to carry the project 
through, and to meke Calgary the 
headquarters for the concern, it 
would be necessary for a_consider- 
able portion of the capital to be 
raised locally. 

He drew special attention to the 
opportune time for the establishment 
of this industry in Canada. It 
would be, he said, the nucleus for an 
industry that would bring millions 
of dollarg into the country. - 

A contract had been signed with 
James Oliver Curwood,: one of the 
most prolific writers of fiction in 
; Canada, who would be associated with 
|Nell Shipman,the well-known actress. 
Offers had been received for the es- 
tablishment of the company in the 
United States, but as it wag the in- 
tention to feature the great Canadian 
North, and ag the settings would 
have to be a reality and not mere 
“studio” productions, it was decided 
to locate in some part of Canada,and 
Calgary was thought to be the logical 
place. If it were located here 
it would give employment to a large 
number of people. ‘ 

The speaker made quite an im- 
pression on the council of the Board 
of Trade, one of them remarking that 
they had never heard a more frank 
address.

FULL RESULTS OF GERMAN

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL 
~OF PINE LAKE 


At a meeting of the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Pine Lake, No. 339, at the secre- 
tary's office, Red Deer, on-Monday 
afternoon, there were present Mr. 
Fiske, acting chairman, Mr. Blake, Mr. 
Reay, Mr. Egelkraut, Mr. Northey and 
Mr. Hey, sec.-treas. Mr. Hey had been 
in very poor health for some days, but 
pluckily held to the work of the long 
meeting. 

Mr. J. E. Wright asked for the clos- 
ing of the old Red Deer ford approach, 
part of the old Calgary and Edmonton 
trail, on his property, S.W. 13-38-28, 
W. 4th. Mr. Wright did not want to go 
to the trouble of fencing both sides, it 
was understood. The Council doubted 
the wisdom of closing the approach to 
the river there, as it was sometimes 
used for watering stock, and it was de- 
cided to inform the Director of Surveys 
that the Council would object to the 
closing of this land. 

In reply to Municipal Hospitals de- 
partment enquiry, Mr. Hey had report- 
ed 163,635.7 dcres of land and 16,130 
lots in the district, with some 1,600 
people. 

Messrs. W. J. Reay and Secretary- 
Treasurer Hey were appointed dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of Rural 
Municipal Council delegates at Calgary 
on February 6, 6 and 7, and the usual 
fee_of $10 was directed to be forward- 
ed. 

The Department sent circular of in- 
structions re tax enforcement of school 
land arrears. 

The Secretary-Treasurer gave infor- 
mation re new procedure in rural mun- 
icipal elections on February 20, and 
answered some enquiries re the Hail 
Insurance Act. Ald. Galbraith also re- 
viewed for the Council some points re 
Municipal Hospital district growing out 
of the visit of Mr. A. G. McKay, as- 
sistant provincial hospital organizer. 

Mr. J. J. Gaetz, M.P.P., and Mr. G, W. 
Smith appeared before the Council with 
respect to the taxes in arrears on King 
George park and Red Deer South. The 
Council had agreed in 1917 in both 
cases to acctpt one third of the taxes 
in arrears, and to assess thereafter as 
farm lands on condition that the sub- 
divisions were cancelled. There was 
dimculty in carrying through this 
agreement owing to the ruling of the 
Department that, before sub-divisions 
were cancelled, a reéeipt for all taxes 
in arrears must be submitted, while 
the Secretary-Treasurer understood 
his instructions from the Department 
to be that he could not compromise for 
tax arrears until the sub-divisions were 
cancelled, and that he had no option 
but to continue to assess them as lots, 
Mr. Gnetz, however, had mediated with 
Mr. Perrie, the Deputy Minister, in the 
deadlock and Mr. Perrie would send 
Mr. Hey instructions as to accepting 
the amount agreed upon by Gouncil, 
and the sub-divisions would be can- 
celled. The necessary resolutions were 
drawn up by Mr. Hey, and passed. Mr. 
Gaetz had broken eighty acres of the 
sub-division, and had spent quite a 
considerable amount of money in ditch- 
ing and fencing. 

It was decided that Mr. Walton, the 
returning officer, be paid $6 a day for 
his work, and deputy returning officers 
$5 a day, both to have 10c. a mile for 
necessary travel. 

The reports of Dr. George, M.H.O., 
on flu cases, of December 15, December 
23 and January 16 were submitted to- 
gether with accounts. It was decided 
that the M.H.O. and auto accounts be 
shared equally by all the six divisions, 
but that each division pay for its own 
nursing, work, etc. 

Councillor Northey disputed the jus- 
tice of putting councillor’s fees in the 
general account with secretary-treas- 
urer's salary, stationery, etc. 38 per 
cent of which was paid by his division. 
After quite an argument, it was decid- 
ed that each division puy one sixth of 
councillor’s fees and mileage, as the 
outside divisions’ councillors took more 
mileage with meetings at Red Deer. 
The other councillors considered that 
Division 5, so near Red Deer, was gett- 
ing off pretty well on an acrepge basis 
of assessment, instead of on a valua- 
tion basis. 
that there were only three applications 
for seed grain, and he had advised the 
applicants to deal with the bank them- 
selves; they would have no trouble, he 
thought.

IN AIR 


London, , Jan. 24.—Great Britain 
was predominant in the air at the 
close of the war, when the British 
air force was the largest in the 
world, according to a report made 
public today. It fought 
fronts than the air service of any 
other nation and its successes were 
proportionately greater, it ig sald. 

In August, 1614, the British naval 
and military air forces together re- 
gistered only 285 offtcers~and 1,853 
men of other ranks. In November, 
1918, there were 30,000 officers and 
264.600 men. At the outbreak of the 
war Great Britain had 166 airplanes, 
45 seaplanes and seven airsnips, 
where-at the cloge of hostilities ‘she 
had 21,000 airplanes, 1,300 seaplanes 
and 103 airships. Besides this there 
were 25,000 airplanes and seaplanes 
being built and-65,000 airplane en- 
gines under contract. = 

The Women’s Royal Air Force 
which wag not in- existence in 1914 
numbered at the close of hostilities 
23,000. _

750 OFFICERS SHOT BY BOL-

London, Jan. 25.—The Copenhagen 
correspondent of the Morning Post, 
under Tuesday’s date, sends a letter 
to his paper received from a Russian 
mlitiary surgeon which gives an-ac- 
count of new’ Bolshevik atrocities. 
The doctor states that 350 Russian 
officers from the prisoners’ camp at 
Gradenfrei, Silesia, and 400 from 
Beises, Silesia, left Germany on Dec. 
27. Shortly after crossing the Rus- 
sian fronteir the officers were ar- 
rested. On Jan. 3. all the 750 offi- 
cerg were shot by the Bolshevik.

PERMITS ISSUED FOR KILLING 
OF BEAVER. 


Unforsecn circumstances have ar- 
isen in many sections of the province 
whereby beavers are causing con- 
siderable damage and inconvenience 
Provision has been made by the leg- 
islature whereby the leutenant-gov- 
ernor in council may adopt regula- 
tions to meet such conditions, and an 
order has been passed authorizing B. 
Layton, chief game warden, to issue 
permits for the destruction of beay- 
er dams and the trapping or killing 
of the animals on their own land 
only, unless otherwise authorized. 

These permits will be issued to 
persons south of the 55th parallel 
who are suffering from damage or 
inconvenience by the beaver. All 
peltg taken must be forwarded to 
the department of agriculture to~be 
branded and sold by tender. Seventy 
five per cent. of the proceeds will be 
forwarded to the owner of the skins 
and the balance to be deposited in 
the general revenue of the province.

Edmonoton, Jan. 22.—Under’ the 
new plan of insurance adopted by the 
United Farmers of Alberta this morn- 
ing, it will be possible for a farmer 
to insure his oats and wheat and 
leave his barley unprotected, or make 
any other combination that he wishes. 
Under the old plan he had to insure 
everything whether he wished ‘to or 
not, whereas now he pays only on 
the acreage actually {nsured. 

Last year the bill before the legis- 
lature found some objection from 
members of that body. Those living 
generally to the north of Edmonton 
objected to having the act apply 
there. Other objections were to hav- 
ing the act apply without the rate- 
payers of the various districts voting 
upon it. These suggestions have 
been agreed upon and the new plan 
adopfed shows changes in principle 
only, and little serious objection has 
been found. ‘ 

The date_of voting has been set for 
February 27, and the vote on the 
question will be taken in 145 districts 
If it 1s approved in 45 or more of 
these districts, it will become opera- 
tive and the general district. ig for- 
med of .those approving the plan. 

MEETING IN CALGARY 

On March 3,'the minister of muni- 
cipal affairs will’ call a meeting in 
Calgary of the various districts, and 
the directors will be elected. They 
will he called the © hail insurance 
board, and will have authority to bor- 
row money, mak@ by-laws and carry 
on the business as they see fit. 

In the whole hail insurance dis- 
trict, save where a farmer definitely 
withdraws his land, all crops of grain 
will be automatically insured. The 
farmer will be circularised in the 
spring, asking for reports on differ- 
ent kindg-of crops, and whether he 
wishes a $6 or $8 insurance. Ad- 
justment of losseg will be on about 
the came principle as other compa- 
nies. _ ‘ 

After the year’s losses ara found 
the amount is ndded to the year’s 
administration expenses and provi- 
sion ig mado for levying for a small 
surplus not, to be less thau 10 per 
cent and not more than 20 per <ent, 
depending upon the size of the los- 
ses, and this move is intended to 
keep the premiums at a level. The 
number of acres insured is divided 
into the total and the rate so struck. 
All losseg and administration are to 
be paid each year. The tax levied 
must be paid by the secrotary of the 
municipal district, and is payable by. 
December 1st.

REIGN OF TERROR’ 
7 IN IRELAND 


TIPPERARY PLACED UNDER THE 
CRIMES ACT FOR MURDER 
OF POLICEMEN. 


Dublin, Jan. 22—The Sinn Fein 
parliament provided only a one-day 
sensation. Its members held a 
brief meeting at the mansion house 
this afternoon, but behind closed 
doors. Afterwards Col. Plunkett 
told the reporters that a statement 
of the business transacted would be 
furnished to the press later, thus 
following the precedence of the Paris 
conference. A group of a hundred 
young mien gathered outside the se- 
cret session, but no excitement of 
any kind was shown. 

TWO POLICEMEN MURDERED 

The public was far more interested 
today in the murder of two police- 
men in Tipperary yesterday at the 
time the parliament was meeting. 
This is taken to signify the beginn- 
ing of a new period of terrorism, 
which veteran Irish politicians ex- 
pect will include assassinationg and 
attempts to destroy government 
buildings and public works. 

EXPLOSIVES ARE STOLEN. 

Two policemen were guarding a 
cartload of explosives which were 
being taken to a mine when they 
were surrounded by masked men. 
The policemen were shot dead and 
the explosives were carried off. The 
immediate sequel was a_proclama- 
tion placing Tipperary under the 
Crimes. Act which means a regime 
like that of the occupied German ter- 
ritories. All meetings are prohibit- 
ed and nobody can pass in or out of 
the district without permission. 
None: of the residents may be -out- 
doors after 7 o'clock in the evening 
without. a permit. 

No letterg may pags in or out with- 
out censorship.

LOCAL EXAMINATIONS IN MUSIC 


a 

FORMER AMERICAN PRESIDENT 

SAYS IT HAS ALWAYS MEAN 
EQUALITY FOR ALL. 


Toronto, Jan. 22.—"England’s su- 
premacy of the seas—if you like 
that expression—has always meant 
equality for all nations, and, in terms 
of war, Britain must maintain her 
fleet to resist unjust aggression. If 
she did not she would starve in a 
week,” go declared Wiliam H. Taft, 
former president of the United States 
in a vigorous speech before the Em- 
pire Club in the King Edward Hotel. 

“The question of disarmament,” 
concluded Mr. Taft in ringing ‘tones, 
“must depend on the success of the 
league of nations, and its demonstra- 
tion, that it can furnYsh that insur- 
ance that nationg can now secure by 
navies and armieg for their self pro- 
tection.” 

Mr. Taft was repeatedly 
during his address. . . 

In his opening remarks, he said, “I 
am glad to be in Toronto again, al- 
though under very different circum- 
stances from my last visit; when I 
was here before I wag under an in- 
junction of neutrality and you were 
not.” ‘ 
AN EXAMPLE TO THE WORLD.” 

“Our countries are an example to 
the world,” continued Mr. Taft, “of 
what can be done towards the main- 
tenance of peace. One hundred years 
of peace is something the world 
ought to cherish as something that 
can be done teward peaceful inter- 
national relations. The American 
people have learned that arbitration 
can be made a é practical thing 
through their relations with you.” 

Touching on the league of nations 
Mr. Taft said, “Some years ago the 
league of nations was an academic 
institution, now the issue is actual. 
The congress at Paris has put the 
league of nations down ds the first 
subject for its consideration. It 
seems to me that the reason why 
they have put the league of nations 
first, as Premier Clemenceau has 
said, is that unless you have a league 
of the five great powers, our peace 
is going to be nothing but a scrap of 
paper.”

LABOR BUREAU OPENED 
AT RED DEER 


Mr. W. G. Paterson Will Be 
District Superintendent 


Mr. J. W. Mitchell, Calgary, super- 
intendent of the Alberta government 
Employment Bureau, was in.Red Deer 
Tuesday afternoon, making arrange- 
ments for the opening here of a branch 
for Central Alberta of the Bureau. Mr. 
Mitchell, formerly. Mayor of Calgary, 
and who served overseus, has done 
splendid service for the returned men 
at Calgary the past two years in the 
way of helping them out, getting them 
and generally serving 
their interests, and his superintendency 
of. this important work will be sym- 
pathetic, persistent, and intelligent. 

The local superintendent here will be 
Mr. W. G. Paterson, who has been sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Great War Vet- 
erans at Red Deer-for a couple of years. 
Mr. Paterson is thoroughly posted as 
to the needs of the‘ boys, and has proved 
himself an energetic and resourceful 
officer... His territory will take in the 
Innisfail, Red: Deer and Lacombe dis- 
tricts, and the Stettler and Coronation 
districts, the full width of the Province. 
Red Deer will be one of the five centres 
established by the Government, the 
other four being.in the larger cities. 
The Bureau asks the co-operation of 
secretaries of municipalities, post- 
masters, secretaries of Board of Trade, 
and all public officials in promoting 
the important work of re-employment 
of the returned men. The Bureau aims 
to be the medium. between those who 
want labor help, and those who want 
work, and, while at this time it will 
give special attention to the returned 
man, its purpose is to find employment 
also for civilians and for women.

Ross St., the building lately occupied 
by the G.W.V.A.
